Berlin, Feb. 5.—Peaceful con- 
tinuance of German-American re- 
lations after the departure of the 
respective embassies at Washing- 
ton and Berlin in the sense in- 
dicated by President Wilson in 
his address to congress appears to 
be very slight judging by all the 
information, some of the hig];iest 
authenticity, gathered by the As- 
sociated Press.

Alert Watchfulness Over 
Transportation and Mu- 
nitions Centers. 


0UABDS STATIONED 
DURING THE CRISIS 


Lines Tightened About Gov- 
^üiment Property at 
Philadelphia. 


New 
York,

b.—Precautions 
taken by state and municipal authori- 
ties in the faoe of the internatioaal 
crisis were directed today to trans- 
portation lines and munitions centers 
and buildings and utilities. The great- 
est watchfulness was exercised in Xew 
York city and the vicinity, but guards 
were stationed at the bridges over the 
Hudson river and Poughkeepsle and 
at other places of strategic importance 
of this great waterway dividing New 
York from the

Well, the R. A. M. C. (Royal Army 
Medical corps) got busy 
with 
their 
spra.vers, and once more, "Suicide An- 
nex." as we call our dugout, is hab- 
itable. 


The German gas has entirely disap- 
peared, but the rats are still here, or 
their ghosts. Last night they got away 
witli my cheese rations and bread. 
I 
couldn't afford to lose it, either. 


"Fritz" is ".strafing" us pretty hard. 
"Minnies" aie dropping all along our 
trench and the stretcher bearers are 
busj-. 
It is snowing, Jim, and we are 
nearly frozen pink, but on the whole, 
things could be worse. 
We are dry, 
and that makes up for a lot. 


Glad to hear you nave joined tlie 
machine gun company of your regi- 
ment. I'll tell you of a .stunt our gun's 
crewi-pulied off. I can't mention names 
or places, but the German trenches 
nin around the base of a hill, on the 
top of which was a dense wood, in- 
fested with German machine guns. 


One gun in particular used to get 
our goats. 
It had the range of our 
"elephant" 
dugout 
entrance, 
and 
every evening at ration time would 
pelter us. More tlian one Tommy went 
west. 


We tried various ruses to locate and 
put this gun out of action, but each 
failed and P'ritz was getting fresher 
and more careless every day. 


Then Pete Availing got an idea. 
At another part oi" the line, where 
it was quiet, to pass the time away 
we used to try to play tunes on the 


gun while firing. 
I had mastered the 
tune "All Conductors Have Big Feet." 


Here was Pete's scheme:

In the grave international crisis which has developed within the 
past few days, the foremost duty of every American is to stand by the 
president. 
He must have the unqualified support of all his people in 
Avhatever action he may take to deal with a situation that, while not 
hopeless, is at least ominous and an occasion for profound regret 
everywhere. 
There is no occasion for hysteria and still less for ill- 
tempered and hasty expression. There is occasion for sanity and calm- 
ness and patriotic judgment. 


Events that the rest of us can only guess at, diplomatic secrets 
known only to the governments involved, are directing President "Wil- 
son's course. 
He acts with the fullest possible knowledge of what the 
consequences may be. 
His critics must judge his actions through a 
veil %vhich hides much of the situation that is open to the president. 
Americans, therefore, must not challenge their government's position. 
There must be no divided loyalty and no conditional loyalty. Our gov- 
ernment's declarations must be made impressive by the unquestioned 
allegiance of every American, come what may. 
Every other nation in 
the world must understand that the voice of Woodrow "Wilson is just 
now the voice of the one hundred million people who comprise Amer- 
ican citizenship. 


Nothing can be plainer than the fact that President Wilson has 
from-the outset studiously endeavored to avoid embroilment in the 
European trouble. 
Through a series of critical situations such as the 
world has never known he has piloted America through 
dangerous 
shoals. 
Again and again he has made concessions and tolerated even 
to the »stent of drawing the bitter criticisms of manj^ Americans. 
There came a time, however, when it was necessary to carry out the 
program expressly declared in the Sussex note of April 18, 1916, pro- 
; ctaimed as the definite national purpose in the event of further disre- 
gard of the rights of neutrals for which this country has contended 
f i o m the first. Any other course would amount to absolute national 
Btulification. 
Even Yon Bernstorff, German ambassador, is quoted as 
declaring that no other course was open to the United States. 


• And equally plain is the fact that the president has not yet aban- 
doned either his hope or his effort for peace. Bearing in this hour bur- 
dens such as fall to the lot of few men, he is striving to bring peaceful 
order out of war's chaos. All Americans will profoundly trust he may 
be successful, and that some turn of events may serve to prevent a fur- 
ther widening of the breach occasioned by the severance of diplomatic 
relations. 
Only the knowledge that the American people will back 
President Wilson solidly in whatever he may do will cause European 
governments to heed America's warnings and measure America's de- 
mands at their proper worth. 
Stand by the president. 


Frederic C. Howe, commissioner of immigration at the port of 
N e w York and a profound student of public affairs who delivered two 
addresses in Fort Wayne recently, declares that few people realize the 
wonderful progress that is being made by the cities in the United 
States. 
He points to the fact that in a few years time the people have 
put an end to graft and corruption, more than four hundred cities 
have adopted an advanced form of city government, while immense 
municipal projects are going on all over the country. 
It is somehow 
mighty fine to occasionally hear a preachment such as Mr. Howe gives. 
There has gotten abroad an impression that all cities are inefficient and 
wasteful, that everything's wrong and that efforts at reform are use- 
less. W e need a hopeful soul like Mr. Howe to remind us that "the sun 
do move," and that despite our failures we are making progress. 


Somebody hits raised the contention that Indiana's iiew dry-state 
law Contains a puzzle clause with relation to the granting of 
new 
liquor licenses that will permit the operation o i saloons up to the time 
limit on April 2,1918, because of the fact that the law prescribes that 
liceMes shall b6 granted for one year—^no more and no less. 
The law- 
yers must tak« a guess at it, of course, and they will doubtless lion out 
the kink. 
The one moral certainty in the sitriation is that the state- 
wide dry law fixes the lease of life for the saloons at April 2, 1918. 
Unless it shall be modified by later enactment—^a wholly improbable 
contingency—^the drinkeries will go out of existence on that date.

THE PROPOSED CMNTON STREET 
OPENING. 


To the Editor of The Sentinel: 
An 
association of business citizens has 
been formed under the name of the 
Citizens Clinton Street Extension asso-^ 
ciation that has for'its purpose the 
passage of bills now pending In the 
state legislature which provides for the 
right of the city of Fort Wayne to ex- 
tend Clinton street through the Wa- 
bash and Pennsylvania Railroad com- 
panies' properties. 
Several thousand 
citizens have subscribed their names, 
indicating their approval of the pro- 
ject. 
There are many other citizens 
who have not had an opportunity to 
express themselves, and there are still 
others who are really not fully inform- 
ed upon the subject. 


The matter 
Is 
an Important one. 
The value 
of a 
subway connecting 
Clinton street through the railroad 
properties at its intersection with the 
Pennsylvania 
and Wabash 
right of 
ways has been greatly underestimated 
by many citizens who are not familiar 
with the subject. 
However, the nu- 
merous expressions from the several 
thousand residents who are familiar 
with the location where the subway is 
proposed, is worthy of attention from 
all citizens who have hitherto failed 
to concern themselves. 


Clinton street has been overlooked. 
It Is and has been the only prospective 
straight north and south thorougfare 
extending through the heart of the city 
for physical reasons. 
It is an Import- 
ant street and has located upon its 
borders a great number of the most 
important institutions, 
civic, 
educa- 
tional, commercial, fraternal, religious, 
amusement, financial and public ser- 
vice. 


Numerous street 
car 
tracks cross 
Clinton street commencing at Pontlac 
street in the southern part of the city; 
Wallace street adjacent the Wabash 
railway; Lewis street adjacent the pro- 
posed Bite of the new municipal con- 


vention hall, bishop's riesldence and 
Catholic Cathedral block; Main street, 
one of the oldest thoroughfares in the 
city; Columbia 
street 
adjacent the 
Nickel Plate railway, 
and 
Superior 
street. 
These many connections with 
street 
car 
service 
renders 
Clinton 
street generous service in the matter of 
transportation by the established sys- 
tem of street car traffic. Persons pass- 
ing up and down Clinton street are en- 
abled to board

iently at any point from the southern

Present Conditions Also 
Change Physiognomy ' 
of Parisians. 


Paris, Jan. 25.—(Correspondence of 
The Associated Press.)—Present con- 
ditions of life have not reduced the 
girth Of the average Parisian, but they 
have begun to work upon susceptible 
tempers and are changing the physi- 
ognomy of the central markets. Cooks 
who are boycotting the merchants of 
their quarter to buy at the 
central 
markets numbered 
hundreds a few 
months ago, and now number thou- 
sands. ihey made thè cars of the sub- 
way lines leading to the central mar- 
kets look like greengrocers' delivery 
wagons in the early hours until, out 
of deference to passengers who ob- 
jected to the odor of Limburger cheese, 
garlic, and other foodstuffs in their 
raw state, the subway company pro- 
vided special cars for them. 


"Eggs 8 to 10 sous apiece, butter 70 
to 75 sous a pound! 
Guf! 
La! la! 
What are we coming to?" exclaimed 
a bareheaded woman as she deposited 
her market basket on the floor of one 
of these special "marketing" cars. 


"Look at that!" joined in the wom- 
an beside her, picking a brown parcel 
from hei; basket. 
"There is a roast— 
just about enough for three—and do 
you know how much it cost me? 
It 
cost me 60 sous! I would like to know 
where all the money goes." 


Such conversations are heard every 
morning in • these new subway cars. 
They touch a point that no one has yet 
been able to clear up. 
The average 
retailer confesses to no greater proiit 
than is proportionate to his own in- 
creased expenses. 
The farmer and 
stock raiser insist that they are get- 
ting no more than their share. 


The farmer gets more for every- 
thing he sells than he did. before the 
war; 20 per cent more on the average 
.for mutton, 20 per cent more for 
wheat, 25 per cent more for oats, 20 
per cent more for beef; but he points 
out that, in compensation for this in- 
crease, he now has to pay farm hands 
twice the wages that he paid before 
the war, while fertilizers, which" he 
uses in considerable quantities, went 
from 60 francs to 180 francs per ton. 


The retailer has no such excuse. 
Rents are no higher than they were 
before the %var and it costs no more 
to'light his shop or to run it; in many 
cases his operating expenses are nec- 
essarily less because he is obliged to 
get along with loss help. 
The best 
authorities 
figure 
that 
the 
retail 
grocer, butcher and greengrocer are 
making from 25 to 40 per cent moi-e 
profit than before the war on most 
of the things they sell. The producer 
is making at least 20 per cent more, 
the rest of the advance in prices being 
absorbed in higher transportation ex- 
penses and larger profits to interme- 
diaries. 


The average housewife cannot go 
sufficiently into details to follow the 
money to its flnal destination, but she 
knows that where^she spent 100 fi-ancs 
before the war she now spends 175; 
if she could not send the cook to the 
central markets for part of her sun- 
plies. the increase would be much 
greater.

Great Men of Years Ago Had 
Food Tasters to Test Each 
Dish Before Serving- 
New Sensation in England 
Recalls Women Played 
Prominent Parts in Fa- 
mous Poisoning Cases. 


London, Feb. 5.—The attempt to 
poison Premier David Lloyd George, 
England's "Man of the Hour," and Ar- 
thur 
Henderson, 
member 
of 
the 
George cabinet, causing: a new sensa- 
tion in London, la one of many poison- 
ings in which great characters in his- 
tory have been victims or intended 
victims. 


Europe was a hotbed of poisonings 
in the middle ages. 
Rulers and men 
of 
high 
position 
kept official food 
tasters who ate of each dish before 
it was served. 


The arrest of three women, along 
with a man, in the alleged attempt to 
poison the new English premier and 
his cabinet member, recalls that many 
of the great poisonings of history have 
been perpetrated by women. 


In England the most famous poison- 
ing case was when "Fair Rosamond," 
known as mistress of King Henry II, 
was poisoned by Queen Eleanor, who 
found her in Woodstock castle.

Caesar Borgia and his sister Lucre- 
tia were the instigators of scores of 
murders when poisoning in Italy was 
a fine art. 


In his effort to bring Italy under 
his power Caesar Borgia won over sev- 
eral rulers of minor provinces and set 
them against the rest. 
After a war 
in which his allies were successful, 
Borgia invited the allied princes to 
a banquet at his palace at which sev- 
eral were poisoned and the rest put 
to the sword. 


A year later, 1503, Borgia is belie/ed 
to have poisoned his own father. Pope 
Alexander VI, who interfered with his 
plans. 


French history shows two whole- 
sale poisonings, both carried on by 
women. 


In 1670 Marchioness de Brinvilliers 
experimented 
with

including 
Count Bonturlin. 
Dr. Pautchenko confessed to the pois- 
onings. 


Napoleon was constantly threatened 
with assassination and was one of the 
many who kept a court officer whose 
duty It was to tasti# all food before 
it was served to the ruler.

relations 
with Germany and the possibility of 
w a r were discussed in m a n y 
pulpits 
in Fort Wayne Sunday. 
Many prayers 
were offered t h a t a better understand- 
ing m a y yet result and that war with 
its attendant bloodshed and unspeak- 
able horrors yet be avoided. 


While urging carefulness of speech, 
each pastor emphasized the necessity 
of loyalty to the president in the pres- 
ent crisis. 


"At last the black 
cloud of 
war, 
which to hopeful hearts seemed so f a r 
away, has begun a t last to cast 
its 
baleful shadow nearer our own beloved 
land." declared Rev. Henr^r B. Master, 
Sunday morning at the First Presby- 
terian church. . "Call it, if you please, 
a cloud no larger than a m a n ' s hand; 
the cloud is there and every eye can 
see it. 
W h a t proportions it may 'as- 
sume in another twenty-four or forty- 
eight hours God 
alone 
knows. 
Yet 
what more America could have done 
to avert war—without violation of the 
spirit of neutrality—it is difficult tA 
see. 
Even at this m o m e n t of tensity 
and crisis there is a note of calmness, 
and friendliness in every word spoken 
by the government. 
Through 
every 
line of the president's message—quite 
Lincolesque in its clear statement of 
facts in words which it is impossible 
to misundei-stand 
or 
misconstrue— 
through every line of the message in 
which he deals with the now perilous 
situation there 
is no 
suggestion of 
braggadocio or bitterness. 
The spirit 
which peiwales his official communica- 
tion is one of disappointment and sad- 
ness. 
'We are,' he says, speaking for 
the nation, 'the sincere friends of the 
German people and earnestly 
desire 
to remain a t peace with the govern- 
m e n t that speaks for them. 
W e shall 
not believe they are hostile to us, un- 
less and until we are obliged to be- 
lieve it; and we purpose nothing more 
than the reasonable defense of the un- 
doubted rights of our people. 
We wish 
to serve 
no 
selfish ends. 
We seek 
merely to stand true, alike in thought 
and action, to the immemorial prin- 
ciples of our people—seek merely to 
vindicate our right to liberty, and jus- 
tice, and an unmolested life. These are 
the basis of peace, not war. 
God grant 
that we may not bo challenged to de- 
fend them by acts of willful injustice 
on the part of t h e government of . Ger- 
many.' 
Could anything be franker, 
fairer, finer in tone, or more concilia- 
tory? 
Those are not the words of a 
man seeking a quarrel. 
They repre- 
sent the most deliberate effort to es- 
cape one." 


Rev. Master 
made an appeal 
for 
prayers. 
"As we have never prayed 
before, we ought to beseech God that 
He will guide our rulers and 
grant 
them 
wisdom and strength to 
meet 
the 
demands 
v.'hich 
even 
now 
are 
made upon them," he said. 
"As we 
have never -prayed before, we ought 
to beseech the Heavenly F a t h e r that 
He will grant the president and his 
advisers, who in a measure 
control 
the destiny of more than an hundred 
million people, the strength of their 
deepest convictiona 


"Yea, and let us pray as we have 
never prayed before that the eyes of 
multitudes may be opened to the fact 
that the unit of civilization, and na- 
tional life, is the individual. 
All this 
present-day 
nonsense 
about 
mass- 
movement 
is the sheerest 
sophistry. 
At 
the 
last anals'sis, 
as that 
stern 
prophet ot reality, 
Carlyle, 
pointed 
out, your masses and your classes dis- 
integrate into units. 
It is what 
the 
individuals repi-esent by way of right- 
eousness, and unselfishness, and 
pa- 
triotism which inevitably 
determine.s 
what the larger life of the community, 
or the state, or the nation will be. 
By God's gracc let us make ourselves 
what we ought to be, and 
only 
as 
some very considei-able portion of our 
people strive to do the same 
thing, 
can 
the crisis hours of the 
nation 
be met worthily."

Rev. Edward W. Averill, rector of

appeal for every American to stand 
behind the president.

America temperate, he declared. 


"In 
Europe 
today 
there 
are 
the 
maimed, 
the halt and 
the blind

every nation hobbling about, wrecks 
from the battle linef5," ho said. 
"We 
see the empty sleeve,

sightless 
eyes, and the crutch 
of the 
cripple 
and 
we 
say 
there 
are 
honorable 
wounds. 
They were made in sacri-

for 
their 
country. 
Yet 
how 
about 
the wrecks we m a k e ot

spiritual lives and is there nothing to 
be said in condonement for him who 
through his own sins has persisted in 
wrecking his happiness and imperiled 
his soul? 
'He that striveth for the

States J. A. Greene in a Talk 
at First Presbyterian 
Church. 


In t^e first of a series of lectures on 
the general questioij, " W h y ? " and on 
the specific subject, "Why I 
Should 
Be a Moral Man," J. A. Greene of the 
News ' Sunday evening 
delivered 
a 
forceful lecture at the First Presby- 
terian 
church. 
He 
declai-cd 
t h a t 
morality pays dividends in life while 
immorality pays dividends in death. 


He remarked that the atheist and 
the 
c h u r c h m a n 
meet 
on 
common 
ground on the question of the desira- 
bility of leading a moral life. 
H e 
stated there was no division of opinion. 


After speaking 
a t length 
on t h e 
moral obligation only in its relation 
to self interests, of the necessity of the 
observance of morality for the pieser- 
vation of bodily health, mental vigor 
and spiritual tranquility, the speaker 
gave reasons why we should live a 
moral life for the sake of others. 


He said; 
"No m a n lives unto himself, and no 
m a n can so order his life that it does 
not affect other lives. 
For good or for 
ill. the influence of our conduct is each 
day thrown 
in that 
balance which 
sways the conduct of others. 
Now, 
while we m a y claim it our selfish right 
and privilege to withhold a helping in- 
fluence, 
we must admit that we have 
no right to exert a baneful influence 
that works to the injury of our fel- 
lows. 
He who would ply a child with 
liquor would meet with the indignant 
condemnation of all, yet wherein is his 
offense greater than that of him who 
by the force of his example destroys the 
high ideals of youth and who substi- 
tutes for living gods idols with feet 
of clay? 
And in this delinquency a r e 
we not all of us more or less prone to 
guiltiness? 


"Moral lapses, however, are involun- 
tary contributions to the delinquency 
of othei's which, by guarded conduct, 
we m a y avoid, and which those of us 
who are right-minded will avoid to the 
best of our ability. 
Of h u m a n frailty, 
it is, of coui-se, impossible for us at 
all times and under all circumstances 
to exert a salutary influence on those 
about us, yet by thoughted speech and 
deed we can attain at least to a state 
where the good that we do outweighs 
the bad. 


"In this connection it seems to m e 
that 
these 
rambling 
observations 
would be incomplete without a pass- 
ing reference to what I designate as 
the morality of silence. 
And by this I 
mean that exercise of tolerance which 
restrains us f r o m attempting to under- 
mine the faith 
of others 
in ideals 
which, though in our own judgment 
are barren, nevertheless are ideals t h a t 
are to them sustaining staffs of com- 
fort. 
1 especially refer to the religious 
views of others—views which m e a n so 
m u c h to their votaries and for which 
those who would destroy them 
have 
no substitute to offer. 
To my 
mind 
thd crowning act of immorality is t h a t 
of ¡a m a n who by sophistry a r g u m e n t 
or ridicule seeks to destroy the 
re- 
ligious faith 
of a n o t h e r — t h a t 
faith 
which looks through nature up to na- 
ture's God, finding there an ever pres- 
ent help In time of trouble. 


"Atheism may be honest, of course, 
but when it seeks to inoculate the life 
that is full with the virus of its own 
emptiness it becomes a crime against 
humanity. 
W h j ' m e n of intellect so 
often seek to break the religious faith 
of others has ever been to m e a pro- 
found and sinister mystery, and I can 
see in their conduct only a manifesta- 
tion 
of 
that 
atavic 
spii-it 
which 
prompts brutal boyhood to tear f r o m 
the butterfly those glorious wings that 
have borne it rejoicing through 
the 
sunlight to the nectar of the 
flowers 
and, the barbarity accomplished, 
to 
drop the mangled insect in the dust of 
the roadside and suffer it to die."

The dinner table should be scrupu- 
lously clean and attractive. 
It can be 
covered with a white cotton or linen 
tablecloth. 
If a tablecloth is used, a 
piece of canton 
flannel 
or 
a 
cotton 
blanket, which is used for nothing else, 
should be laid on the table first to pro- 
tect it f r o m hot dishes, to save wear 
on the tablecloth, and to prevent noise. 


The tablecloth and napkins should 
be changed as soon as they a r e soiled. 
Folding and putting a w a y the table- 
cloth between meals keeps it 
clean 
longer. 
Squares 
f r o m 
worn 
table- 
cloths can be h e m m e d f o r napkins. 
P a p e r napkins are often used to save 
washing. 


In the center 
of 
the 
table 
there 
should be some decoration, a vase or 
bowl of flowers or leaves, a growing 
plant in a pot, 
or a 
dish 
of 
fruit, 
washed and polished. 


Evei-ything on the table should be 
arranged in an orderly way. 


Dishes which are to contain hot food 
should 
be 
heated 
by 
pouring 
hot 
water over t h e m or putting t h e m in 
the oven. 


E a c h person's place at the table ia 
called a cover and is set as follows, 
each article one inch f r o m the edge ot 
the table:

Indianapolis, 
Feb.. 5.—^Uncertainty 
regarding 
thé closing of Indiana sa- 
loons has not ended with the passage 
of the prohibition measure 
through 
the legislature. 
A question now has 
arisen as to how licenses may be grant- 
ed to permit saloonmen to continue in 
business until the prohibition meas- 
ure goes into effect April 2, 191S. The 
prohibition measure provides that no 
license shall be in effect after the law 
becomes operative. 
The present law 
provides that licenses shall be granted 
for a year—no more and no less. 
If 
licenses run later than April 2, 1917, 
there is a question whether new ones 
can be granted. 


Emsley W. Johnson, county attor- 
ney, declared in a statement to a re- 
porter that the matter had been called 
to his attention and that at first glance 
the new law seemed likely to prevent 
the granting of new licenses. 
Ele 
Stansbur>% attorney general, made a 
statement, however, that he believed 
there would be no trouble in granting 
new licenses. 
Both Stansbùry and 
Johnson explained that they had not 
examined the ntew law closely. 


Mr. Johnson said he believed the 
courts might iSlace a special construc- 
tion upon the 
prohibition 
measure 
and hold that it was not the intention 
of the legislature to driye the saloon- 
men out of business before the time 
fixed in the act. 
He said that in a 
hasty examination,of the new measure 
he found no provision which repeals 
the present law governing the grant- 
ing of licenses. 


Because of the fact that licenses can 
not be revoked except for cause, and 
that in such cases the applicant is not 
entitled to a new license, it was said 
that it will be impossible to call all 
the 
licenses in April 1, refund the 
money and issue new licenses for one 
year. 
Some provisions are made for 
surrendering licenses, but these 
are 
not applicable, the county attorney 
declares, 
^t appears that the courts 
will have to authorize the county com- 
missioners to grant licenses by special 
construction.

AdolphA. Weiman, Artist, 
Describes Interesting Pro- 
cess of Evolving Change 
in Uncle Sam's Coinage. 


(By Frederick M. Kerby.) 


New York, Feb. I.—Sniootliening out 
the wrinkles in Miss Iilt)erty"s dress, 
and keeping the die-makers from cut- 
ting off the tips of her fingers, took 
seven montiis of the hardest kind of 
work on the part of Adolph A. Wei- 
man, who designed the new dimes 
and half dollars which, if you are 
fortunate, you are now Jingling in 
your pockets. 


Sitting in his studio, the artist who 
began last spring the work of design- 
ing new coins for Uncle Sam, told me 
how the work was done. 


"The first task is to make a de- 
tailed sketch of the design. 
From this* 
sketch is made a finished model from! 
modeling wax. 
Some men work with 
small models; some with large. 


"The models I made for the coins 
were 14 to 15 inches in dianjeter. 
f 


"When this model is completed, iti 
is necessary to make a reduced model, 
from it by means of a meehanical de- 
vice by which one needle traces the 
large model and anothei:, connected' 
with it, but moving on a reduced area, 
reproduces the original. 
This reduced; 
model was, in this case, five times the! 
size of the coin. 
From this smallerl 
model, a bronze-alloy cast is made. 
] 


"This cast is used by the mint iden-i 
tically as the original large model was 
used to make a fui-ther reduction th€ 
exact size of the proposed coin. 


"This reduction is cut on a soft steel 
'hub,' and the design is repi-oduced in 
relief—not as a sunken model. 
This 
steel relief is called the 'master die'— 
although it is not a die at all, but 
simply a relief -model. 


"The steel of which it is made is 
then tempered and made very hard; 
is placed in a 'chuck' and a piece of 
soft steel is forced down upon it, with 
terrific pressure. 
This pi'oduces the 
final die, which in turn is hardened, 
and from it the coins are struck. 


"These dies will strike from 100 
to 
120 coins before being defaced. 
It is 
necessary, therefore, 
continually to 
take new dies from the 'master die' to 
keep up the coinage.

Defense of Realm Act in 
England is Most 
Drastic. 


London, Feb. 25.—(Correspondence of 
The Associated Press)—^There 
are 
no 
secrets from the state in war-time. Law- 
yers, doctors, priests in the confessional 
—all are included in the phrase "person 
or persons of any class or description," 
who must tell on demand, under the 
British defense of the realm act. 


The issue has been pointedly raised in 
Ireland, where the military authorities 
have arrested a lawyer, H. O. Moran, and 
his client, James Ryan, for refusing to 
state how certain docunieuta read in a 
Limerick law case came into their posses- 
sion. 


In a statement justifying the position 
of parliament in abolishing the hitherto 
inviolable secrecy which has surround- 
ed the relations of lawyer and client, doc- 
tor and patient, or priest and parishion- 
er. Sir William Bull, one of the leading 
legal lights of the house of commons 
says: 


"The safety and defense of the realm 
override everything. 
There can be no 
question of the privileges or customs in- 
tervening in a matter esseritiaKto the 
welfare of the state. Doctors and priests 
are under exactly the same obligations 
ais lawyers, to give information to, the 
competent military authority who de- 
mands it.

The letter sets forth that the men 
are physically and mentally fit and 
used to discipline because of the rou- 
tine of camp life and they are there- 
fore very desirable as employes and 
citizens of a city. 
That the comnatteo 
owes these men who answered the first 
call something in the way of employ- 
ment and otherwise is also set forth itt 
the epistle, a part of which follows; 


"Battery D, field artillery, Indiana, 
now on border duty at this station, ex- 
pects soon to be ordered to Fort Ben- 
jamin Harrison for muster out of the 
federal service. 


"The question now arises, does Fort 
Wayne want this organization? 
As 
you all know, our city has had a bat- 
tery for over twenty-five years, losing 
the same in 1913 to Purdue university 
at Lafayette." 


"The causes leading to this move 
on the part of the military authori- 
ties were several. 
First and foremost 
was the lack of proper armory faoili- 
ties. 
Due to this, lack of interest in 
the battery caused a falling off In 
attendance at drill. 
It is with the 
object in view of seeing if these de- 
fects can be remedied that we are 
writing to the business 
interests 
of 
Fort Wayne, with a hope that they 
will assist in bringing this organiza- 
tion to Fort Wayne Avhere it properly 
belongs.

"These men made sacrifices to an- 
swer their country's call and have 
done excellent duty.

been no fighting, but it can be truth- 
fully said, that the hardships and dis- 
comforts, as well as practical work 
done by them have been equal If not 
greater than the work done by the 
volunteers in the war with Spain, And 
this is done with no disparagement 
of the veterans of the Spanish war as 
a number of our men were in the 
service then."

With the British A r m y in France, 
Feb. 4 — ( F r o m a staff correspondent 
of The Associated Press).—Only 
t h e 
briefest possible announcement of the 
breach between the United States and 
Germany was contained in the wire- 
less news bulletin distributed to the 
British ai'mieg today and 
even 
this 
came late in the afternoon. 
It will be 
another day before the full import of 
the new.s percolates through the vast 
a r m y 
organization 
and 
its effect is 
noted. 


Officers who heard the meager an- 
nouncement late today were eager for 
details. 
President Wilson'.s action, it 
can be definitely stated, did not come 
as a surprise, but nevertheless there 
wai3 a feeling of relief that the ten- 
sion was ended and that America was 
morally, 
if 
not 
physically, 
ranged 
against Germany. 
Officers exchang- 
ing messages over the network of the 
a r m y telephone system- 
tonight 
all 
helped to spread the news and com- 
ments of satisfaction were 
generally 
heard. 


The a r m y believes that other neu- 
tials will follow America's lead and 
that Germany will soon 
find 
herself 
literally opposed to the entire world 
outside of her allies. 
The British of- 
ficers 
believe that 
the news of 
the 
breach 
with 
the 
United 
States 
will 
have a deleterious effect on German 
morale and that efforts m a y be m a d e 
by Berlin to prevent it reaching the 
fighting 
units. 
The opinion is held 
here that the American action 
will 
necessarily hasten the end of the war. 
But that diffculties facing America^ in 
the event of her actually entering the 
war are fully recognized. 
Even if the 
United States joins the ranks of the 
belligerents it is not expected Ameri- 
can troops could possibly be sent to 
Europe before the end of the 
war, 
which is confidently expected to come 
this year.

and for inter-city and team competition; 
the accepting of entries of women in 
trapshooting tournaments, especially the 
grand American; the excellent planning 
of the handicaps; the broadening of the 
trophy principle, and the generous policy 
to all clubs. 


These trophies 
awarded 
to 
newly- 
formed gun clubs are shot for by the 
members. 
The trophies for team compe- 
tition are afterwards shot for by the mem- 
bers of the winning team, so that double 
use is made out of nearly all the trophies. 
It is this generous method of dealing with 
organizations that has made the interstate 
association so well thought of in shoot- 
ing circles, and yet the interstate asso- 
ciation is willing to «urn over the reins • 
of management to the shooters them- ; 
selves any time the shooters care to form 
a national body to handle the sport. 
This 
isn't likely to occur, as the shooters are 
very well pleased with the way the inter- 
state association does things. 


The Amenciin Amateur 
Trapsiiooters* 
association has done a wealth of good, too, 
for trap.shooting in keeping alive Interest 
in individuals and clubs. The A. A. T. A. 
and interstate associations do not con- 
flict in any way—they both work with 
the .same object in view, the betterment 
of trapshooting. 
Thus we have the rea- 
sons why 50,000 new devotees are being

The Legislative Observer must be im- 
pressed with the many nice bills introduced in 
our General Assembly for the increased em- 
ployment of the medical profession at the ex- 
pense of the public. . 


In some quarters people have thought 
that there would be an end to compulsory vac- 
cination, but inspection of these bills would 
indicate that what has been true of the past 
is but a beginning. 


1—H. B. 112—Denies trial by jury. 
2.—H. B. 115—Provides for compulsory medical examin- 
ation of school children at an expense of almost ?208,000.00 
yearly and providing berths for 1,506 physicians. 


3.—H. B. 151—Makes it compulsory upon county com- 
missioners to buy and keep con.stantly fre.sh a supply 
of 
tetanus antitoxin. 


4.—H. B. 162—Makes obligatory the appointment of 123 
or more city and county health commissioners at $1,800 to 
$2,500 each per year, with power to open laboratories and em- 
ploy help to run them all at the pulilic expen.se. 


5.—H. B. 24 2—Gives health officers the right to i-ssue 
a special license to a 
licensed 
physician 
to embalm 
the 
bodies of those dying of contagious disease, the only excuse 
necessary being that the regularly licensed embalmer could 
not bo reached in six hours. 


6.—H. B. 270—Provides for compulsory disinfection of 
premises where physicians report tubercular infection before 
tenant may re-occupy. 
Work at public expense. 


7.—H. B. 269—Provides for the compulsory calling of an 
election on petition of 200 voters a.sking a county tubercular 
hospital, such election to he at pul)Iic expense, and such hos- 
pital to be manned by physicians and maintained at county 
expense. 


The above does not include those intro- 
duced in the Senate, and doubtless there are 
more to come. The way the people take care 
of the doctors must be annoying to the law- 
years.

U. S. May Renounce Ancient 
Pact Rather Than Give 
It New Force. 


Washington, Feb. 5.—^The status of 
the Prussian-American treaty of 1828 
Is one ot the first things President 
tV'ilson win have to decide as a result 
of breaking off relations with Ger- 
many. 
Originally 
negotiated 
and 
known as the treaty of 1799, all its 
lerms were included in the later treaty 
if 1828, when it expired by limitation. 


The United States 
considered the 
treaty obsolete and no American offi- 
cial ever believed Its terms would be 
Invoked until Germany suddenly took 
advantage of them when called upon 
to settle for sinking the American sail- 
ing ship William H. Frye early In the 
war. 
Examination of the terms of the 
almost 
forgotten convention 
shows 
that It contains provisions which if 
permitted to stand might prevent the 
United States from confiscating Ger- 
man warbound ships in American har- 
bors in case of war. 
It also contains 
the provisions for the departure of 
nationals from either country men- 
tioned in today's Berlin dispatches. 


How the United States would re- 
gard a proposal for a special re-ratifi- 
cation of the treaty is not clear at this 
time. The impression prevails in some 
quarters that it might be more desir- 
able to renounce the treaty than to 
five it new force.

It w a s a dance expressive of the shy 
abandon and dainty boldness which has made 
the geisha unparalleled a m o n g dancing girls.

slowly-moving procession, a flowery, beautifully- 
garbed parade of girls who lived behind lacquer- 
ed lattices the other 364 days of the year.- The 
procession wove in and out through the dense 
crowds of the Tokio streets, each girl smiling 
coyly nnd dancing as she moved along.

The chancellor appar- 
ently asked Mr. Gerard to call in or- 
der to learn if ha had any Informa- 
tion as to his government's course. 


Up to a late hour this evening, the 


United States embassy had received 
no official Instruction in regard to 
the break of diplomatic relations be- 
tween the United States and Ger- 
many. 


Germany to Cite Treaties. 


The Associated Press learns authori- 


tatively that Germany will prepare for 
Ambassador Gerard ft special re-ratifica- 
tion of the.

Dear Jim: 


Well, the R. A. M. C. (Royal Army 


Medical corps) grot busy with their 
sprayers, and once more, "Suicide An- 
nex." as we call our dugout.

The German gas has entirely disap- 


peared, but the sats arc still here, or 
their ghosts. Last night they got away 
with my cheese "rations and bread. I 
couldn't afford to lose it. either. 


"Fritz" is "strafing" us pretty hard. 


"Minnies" ftro dropping all along our 
trench and the stretcher bearers are 
busy. It is snowing, Jim, and we arc 
nearly frozen pink, but on the whole, 
things could be worse.

failed and Fritz was getting fresher

Stand by the President 


In the grave international crisis which has developed within the 


past few days, the foremost duty of every American is to stand by the 
president. He must have the unqualified support of all his people in 
•whatever action he may take to deal with a situation that, while not 
hopeless, is at least ominous and an occasion for profound regret 
everywhere. There is no occasion for hysteria and still less for ill- 
tempered and hasty expression. There is occasion for sanity and calm- 
ness and patriotic judgment. 


Events that the rest of iis can only guess at, diplomatic secrets 


known only to the governments involved, are directing President "Wil- 
son's course. He acts with the fullest possihle knowledge of what the 
consequences may he. His critics must judge his actions through a 
veil which hides much of the situation that is open to the president. 
Americans, therefore, must not challenge their government's position. 
There must be no divided loyalty and no conditional loyalty. Our gov- 
ernment's declarations must be made impressive by the unquestioned 
allegiance of every American, come what may. Every other nation in 
the world must understand that the voice of "Woodrow "Wilson is just 
now the voice of the one hundred million people who comprise Amer- 
ican citizenship. 


Nothing can be plainer than the fact that President "Wilson has 


from the outset studiously endeavored to-avoid embroilment in the 
European trouble. Through a series of critical situations such as the 
world "has never known he has piloted America through dangerous 
shoals. Again and again ho has made concessions and tolerated even 
to, the «stent of drawing the bitter criticisms of many Americans. 
There came a time, however, when it was necessary to carry out the 
program expressly declared in the Sussex note of April 18, 1916, pro- 
claimed as the definite national purpose in the event of further disre- 
gard of the rights of neutrals for which this country has contended 
from the first. Any other course would amount to absolute national 
stulification. Even Von Bernstorff, German ambassador, is quoted as 
declaring that no other course was open to the United States. 


And equally plain is the fact that the president has not yet aban- 


doned either his hope or his effort for peace. Bearing in this hour bur- 
dens such as fall to the lot of few men, he is striving to bring peaceful 
order out of war's chaos. All Americans will profoundly trust he may 
be successful, and that some turn of events may serve to prevent a fur- 
ther widening of the breach occasioned by the severance of diplomatic 
relations. Only the knowledge that the American people will back 
President "Wilson solidly in whatever he may do will cause European 
governments to heed America's warnings and measure America's de- 
mands at their proper worth. Stand by the president.

THE PROPOSED CLINTON STREET 


OPENING. 


To the Editor of The Sentinel: An 
association of business citizens has 
been formed under the name of the 
Citizens Clinton Street Extension asso- 
ciation that has for Its purpose tho 
passage of bills now pending In tho 
state legislature which provides for tho 
right of the city of Fort Wayne to ex- 
tend Clinton street through the Wa- 
bash and Pennsylvania Railroad com- 
panies' properties. Several thousand 
citizens have subscribed their names, 
indicating their approval of the pro- 
ject. There are many other citizens 
who have not had an opportunity to 
express themselves, and there are still 
others who are really not fully Inform- 
ed upon tho subject. 


Tho matter 
Is an Important one. 


The value 
of a subway connecting 


Clinton street through the railroad 
properties at Us Intersection with the 
Pennsylvania and Wabash right of 
ways has been greatly underestimated 
by many citizens who are not familiar 
with the subject. However, the nu- 
merous expressions from tho several 
thousand residents who are familiar 
with the location where the subway is 
proposed, is worthy of attention from 
all citizens who have hitherto failed 
to concern themselves. 


Clinton street has been overlooked. 


It is and has been the only prospective 
straight north and south thorougfare 
extending through the heart of tho city 
for physical reasons. It is an import- 
ant street and has located upon Its 
borders a great number of the most 
important Institutions, civic, educa- 
tional, commercial, fraternal, religious, 
amusement, financial and public ser- 
vice. 


Numerous street car tracks cross 


Clinton street commencing at Pontlac 
street In the southern part of the city; 
Wallace street adjacent the Wabash 
railway; Lewis street adjacent the pro- 
posed site of the new municipal con- 


vention hall, bishop's residence and 
Catholic Cathedral block; Main street, 
one of the oldest thoroughfares In the 
city; Columbia street adjacent tho 
Nickel Plate railway, and Superior 
street. Those many connections with 
street car service renders Clinton 
street generous service In the matter of 
transportation by the established sys- 
tem of street car traffic. Persons pass- 
Ing up and down Clinton street are en- 
abled to board a street car conven- 
iently at any point from the southern 
extremity of "the city to the north 
thereof. 
. 


Clinton street Is Important other- 


wise. It would be an easy matter to 
extend Clinton street from Pontlac 
southward to the Decatur road; the 
Hamilton public school upon which 
$40,000 have recently been spent, Is 
located at the corner of Pontlao and 
Clinton streets; tho new Hope.hospital 
site is located at tho corner of Clinton 
and Suttenflcld streets; Reservoir park 
extends several blocks along Clinton 
street; the Evangelical church, the 
Corrugated Paper company's large es- 
tablishment, the new Sherman White 
Cold Storage institution recently built 
the Gllmartin Lumber company's new 
establishment, and 
tho vocational 


school are all looted on or immediately 
adjacent to Clinton street, south of the 
Wabash railway. Upon the. north of 
the Pennsylvania railroad tracks on 
Clinton street arc located tho Pennsyl- 
vania oftices, the Pennsylvania freight 
house, Pennsylvania shops, the aban- 
doned Pennsylvania' depot site, more 
Pennsylvania company offices. North- 
ern Indiana Traction company street 
car barns, city playground for children, 
General Electric company's lamp fac- 
tory, employing several thousand per- 
sons; the newly purchased site for the 
$226,000 municipal auditorium (within 
a stone's throw of the Pennsylvania 
company's right of way), tho great 
public high school, Immediately adja- 
cent to the auditorium site; an entire 
city block upon which stands 
the

parish house,

and grounds forming a part of Cathe- 
dral square; further on Is Mizpah tem- 
ple, the Masonic Cathedral, Palace

team tracks, Lawton park, city water 
works and grounds, telephone build- 
ing. Spy Run bridge, L. S. and M. S. 
roundhouse, Centlivre brewery and 
Cehtllvre park. Also, continuing on 
this thoroughfare leads you to the 
popular Roblson park, which has be- 
come familiar to all autoists. There is 
no street in Fort Wayne that can 
check up and compare favorably in 
importance because of its institutions, 
with Clinton street. 


Clinton street Is the only straight 


thoroughfare 
etxending 
from 
the 


southern to the northern city limits, 
except for tho obstruction of the Wa- 
bash and Pennsylvania railroads and 
a short intervening patch of ground 
located at its extreme southern end. 
It is the only one street extending 
through the heart of the city that 
is straight and without encumbering 
surface street car traffic. 


Adjacent streets, such as Harrison 
street, have a zlzag course immedi- 
ately north of the Pennsylvania sub- 
way, located right at the spot where 
street traffic Is of greatest intensity, 
and which is accentuated by the con- 
stantly growing come-and-go to and 
from to the Pennsylvania depot, lo- 
cated at this point; the next street 
west of Harrison street having a sub- 
way is Fairfleld avenue, which also 
has a zigzag course at its intersection 
with Brackenriclge street, a bad and 
dangerous place for street traffic. 
Tho Calhoun street subway la totally 
inadequate for the traffic of surface 
street cars and Interurbans, Jitneys 
and motor cars, passenger and truck.

Paris, Jan. 25.—(Correspondence of 


The Associated Press.)—Present con- 
ditions of life have not reduced the 
girth of the average Parisian, but they 
have begun to work upon susceptible 
tempers and are changing the physi- 
ognomy of the central markets. Cooks 
who are boycotting the merchants of 
their quarter to buy at the central 
markets numbered hundreds a few 
months ago, and now number thou- 
sands. They made the cars of the sub- 
way lines leading to the central mar- 
kets look like greengrocers' delivery 
wagons In the early hours until, out 
of deference to passengers who ob- 
jected to the odor of Limburger cheese, 
garlic, and other foodstuffs in their 
raw state, the subway company' pro- 
vided special cars for them. 


"Eggs 8 to 10 sous apiece, butter 70 


to 75 sous a pound! Ouf! La! la! 
What are we coming to?" exclaimed 
a bareheaded woman as she deposited 
her market basket on the floor of on* 
of these special "marketing" cars. 


"Look at that!" joined In the wom- 


an beside her, picking a brown parcel 
from her basket "There is a roast— 
Just about enough for three—and do 
you know how much *it cost me? 
It 


co«t me 60 sous! I would like to know 
where all tho money goes." 
" 


Such conversations are heard every 


morning in these new subway cars. 
They touch a point that no one has yet 
been able to clear up. The average 
retailer confesses to no greater profit 
than Is proportionate to his own in- 
creased expenses. The farmer and 
stock raiser insist that they are get- 
ting no more than their share. 


The farmer gets more for every- 


thing he sells than he did before.tho 
war; 20 per cent more on the average 
for mutton, 20 per cent more for 
wheat. 25 per cent more for oats, 20 
per cent more for beef;,but he point* 
out that, in compensation for this In- 
crease, he now has to pay farm hands 
twice the wages that ho paid before 
tho war, while fertilizers, which he 
uses in considerable quantities, went 
from 60 francs to 180 francs per ton. 


The retailer has no such excuse. 


Rents are no higher than they were 
before the war and it costs no more 
to light his shop or to run it; in many 
cases his operating expenses are nec- 
essarily less because he is obliged to 
get along with less help. The best 
authorities figure that the retail 
grocer, butcher and greengrocer are 
making from 25 to 40 per cent more 
profit than before tho war on most 
of the things they sell. The produce- 
is making at least 20 per cent more, 
the rest of the advance in prices being 
absorbed In higher transportation ex- 
penses and larger profits to interme- 
diaries. 
, 


The average housewife cannot go 


sufficiently into details to follow the 
money to its final destination, but she 
knows that where she spent 100 francs 
before tho war she now spends 175; 
if she could not send tho cook to the 
central markets for part of her sup- 
plies, the increase would be much 
greater.

poison Premier David Lloyd George, 
England's "Man of the Hour." and Ar- 
thur' Henderson, member of the 
George cabinet, causing a new sensa- 
tion In London. Is one of many poison- 
ings in which great characters in his- 
tory have been victims or Intended 
victims. 


Europe was a hotbed of poisonings 
vln the middle ages.

The arrest of three women, along

Breaking of diplomatic relations 


with Germany and the possibility of 
war were discussed in many pulpits 
in Fort Wayne Sunday. Many prayers 
were offered that a better understand- 
ing may yet result and that war with 
its attendant bloodshed and unspeak- 
able horrors yet be avoided. 


While urging carefulness of speech, 


each pastor emphasized the necessity 
of loyalty to the president in the pres- 
ent crisis. 


"At last the black cloud of war, 


which to hopeful hearts seemed so fat- 
away, has begun at last £o cast its 
baleful shadow nearer our own beloved 
land." declared Rev. Henry B. Master, 
Sunday morning at the First Presby- 
terian church. "Call it. if you please, 
a cloud no larger than a man's hand; 
the cloud is there and every eye can 
see it. What proportions it may as- 
sume in another twenty-four or forty- 
eight hours God alone knows. Yet 
what more America could have done 
to avert war—without -violation of the 
spirit of neutrality—it is difficult to 
see. 
Even at this moment of tensity 


and crisis there is a note of calmness, 
and friendliness in every word spoken 
by the government. 
Through every 


line of the president's message—quite 
Lincolesque in its clear statement of 
facts in words which it is impossible 
to misunderstand or 
misconstrue— 


through every line of the message in 
whlcTi he deals with the now perilous 
situation there 
is no suggestion of 


braggadocio or bitterness. The spirit 
which pervales his official communica- 
tion is one of disappointment and sad- 
ness. 'We are,' he says, speaking for 
the nation, 'the sincere friends of the 
German people and earnestly desire 
to remain at peace with the govern- 
ment that speaks for them. We shall 
not believe they are hostile to us. un- 
less and until we are obliged to be- 
lieve it; and we purpose nothing more 
than the reasonable defense of the un- 
doubted rights of our people. \Ve wish 
to serve no selfish ends. We seek 
merely to stand true, alike in thought 
and action, to the immemorial prin- 
ciples of our people—seek merely to 
vindicate our right to liberty, and Jus- 
tice, and an unmolested life. These are 
the basis of peace, not war. God grant 
that wa may not be challenged to de- 
fend them by acts of willful injustice 
on the part of the government of Ger- 
many.' 
Could anything bo franker, 


fairer, finer in tone, or more concilia- 
tory? Those arc not the words of a 
man seeking a quarrel. They repre- 
sent the most deliberate effort to es- 
cape one." 


Rev. Master made an appeal for 


prayers. 
"As wo have never prayod 


before, we ought to beseech God that 
Ho will guide our rulers and grant 
them wisdom and strength to meet 
the demands which even now arc 
made upon them," he said. 
"As wo 


have never prayed before, we ought 
to beseech the Heavenly Father that 
He -will grant tho president and bin 
advisers, who in a, measure control 
the destiny of more than an hundred 
million people, tho strength of their 
deepest conviction*. 


"!>«, and let us pray as wo have 


never prayed before that the eyes of 
multitudes mny bo opened to tho fact 
that the unit of civilization, and na- 
tional life. Is tho Individual. All this 
present-day 
nonsense about 
mass- 


movoniont is tho sheerest sophistry. 
At tho last analysis, as that stern 
prophet of reality, Carlyle. 
pointed 


out, your masses and your classes dis- 
integrate into units. 
It is what tho 


individti:ilx represent by way of right- 
eousness, and unselfishness, and pa- 
triotism which inevitably determines 
what tlio larger life of the community, 
or tho state, or the nation will be. 
By God's grace- lot us make ourselves 
what, we ought to bo. and only as 
some very considerable portion of (un- 
people strive to do the. same thing, 
cnn the crisis hours of tho nation 
bo met worthily."

Rev.

They were made in sacri- 


fice for their country. 
Yet how 


about the wrecks we make of our 
spiritual lives and is there nothing to 
be said in condonement for him who 
through his own sins has persisted in 
wrecking his happiness and imperiled 
his soul? 
'He that striveth for the 


mustery should be temperate in all 
things,' reads the scriptures. 
This 


applies to us as a nation and there 
is but 
little doubt that nation-wide 


prohibition and federal control will 
follow the action of many states in- 
cluding our own which Has already 
been taken relative to the temper- 
ance movement." 


Tjoyalty is Urged. 


Dr. C. Claud Travis urged loyalty 


to the president In the present crisis 
in a preliminary talk which he gave 
at the "Wayne street Methodist Epis- 
copal church before his sermon Sun- 
day morning. He paid his respect 
to traitors and told of the drastic 
action that Is taken with them in the 
nations now at war.

States J. A. Greene in a Talk 


at First Presbyterian 


Church. 


In the first of a series of lectures on 


the general question, "Why?" and on 
the specific subject, "Why I Should 
Be a Moral Man," J. A. Greene of the 
News 
Sunday evening 
delivered a. 


forceful lecture at the First Presby- , 
terian 
church. 
He 
declared 
that* 


morality pays dividends in life while 
immorality pays dividends in death. 


He remarked that the atheist and 


tho churchman meet on common 
ground on the question of the desira- 
bility of loading a moral life. 
He 


stated there was no division of opinion. 


After speaking 
at length 
on the 


moral obligation only in its relation 
to self interests, of the necessity of the 
observance of morality for the preser- 
vation of bodily health, mental vigor 
and spiritual tranquility, the speaker 
gave reasons why we should live a 
moral life for the sake of others. 


He said: 
"No man lives unto himself, and no 


man can so order his life that it does 
not affect other lives. For good or for 
ill, the influence of our conduct is each 
day thrown 
in that balance which 


sways the conduct of others. 
Now, 


while we may claim it our selfish right 
and privilege to withhold a helping in- 
fluence, we must admit that we have 
no right to exert a baneful influence 
that works to the injury of our fel- 
lows. He who would ply a child with 
liquor would meet with the indignant 
condemnation of all, yet wherein is his 
offense greater than that of him who 
by the force of his example destroys the 
high ideals of youth and who substi- 
tutes for living gods idols with feet 
of clay? And in this delinquency are 
we not all of us more or less prone to 
guiltiness? 


"Moral lapses, however, are involun- 


tary contributions to the delinquency 
of others which, by guarded conduct, 
ire may avoid, and which those of us 
who are right-minded will avoid to the 
best of our ability. Of human frailty, 
it is, of course, impossible for us at 
all times and under all circumstances 
to exert a salutary influence on those 
about us. yet by tboughted speech and 
deed we can attain at least to a state 
where the good that we do outweighs 
the bad. 


"In this connection it seems to me 


that these 
rambling 
observations 


would be incomplete without a pass- 
ing reference to what I designate as 
the morality of silence. And by this I 
mean that exercise of tolerance which 
restrains us from attempting to under- 
mine the faith 
of others in Ideals 


which, though In our own Judgment 
are barren, nevertheless are ideals that 
are to them sustaining staffs of com- 
fort. I especially refer to the religious 
views of others—views which mean so 
much to their votaries and for which 
those who would destroy-them have 
no substitute to offer. 
To my mind 


the crowning act of Immorality is that 
of a man who by sophistry argument 
or ridicule seeks to destroy the re- 
ligious faith of another—that 
faith 


whirli looks through nature up to na- 
ture's God. finding there an over pres- 
ent help in time of trouble. 


"Atheism may be honest, of course, 


but when it scoka to inoculate tho life 
that is full with the virus of its own 
emptiness it becomes a crime against 
humanity. Why men of intellect so 
often seek to break the religious faith 
of others has ever been to me a pro- 
found and sinister mystery, and I can 
sec In their conduct only a manifesta- 
tion 
of that atavic spirit 
which 


prompts brutal boyhood to tear from 
the butterfly those glorious wings that 
have borne it rejoicing through the 
sunlight to tho ncctnr of the flowers 
and, 
the barbarity accomplished, to 


drop the mangled insect in tho dust of 
the roadside and suffer it to die."

The dinner table should be scrupu- 


lously clean and attractive. It can be 
covered with a white cotton or linen 
tablecloth. If a tablecloth is used, a 
piece of canton flannel or a cotton 
blanket, which Is used for nothing else, 
should be laid on the table first to pro- 
tect it from hot dishes, to save wear 
on the tablecloth, and to prevent noise. 


Tho tablecloth and napkins should 


be changed as soon as they are sofled. 
Folding and putting away the table- 
cloth between meals keeps it clean 
longer. 
Squares from worn table- 


cloths can be hemmed for napkins. 
Paper napkins are often used to save 
washing. 


In the center of the table there 


should be some decoration, a vase or 
bowl of flowers or leaves, a growing 
plant in a pot. or a dish of fruit, 
washed and polished. 


Everything on the table should be 


arranged in an orderly way. 


Dishes which are to contain hot food 


should be heated by pouring hot 
water over them or putting them in 
the oven. 


Each person's place at the table in 


called a cover and is set as follows. .

the table: 


1. Plate, right side up.

Adolph A. Weiman, Artist, 


Describes Interesting Pro- 
cess of Evolving Change 
in Uncle Sam's Coinage. 


(By Frederick M. Krrby.) 


Now York, Feb. 1.—Smoothemng out 


the wrinkles in Miss Liberty's dress, 
and keeping thej die-makers from cut- 
ting off the tips of her fingers, took 
seven months ot the hardest kind of 
work on the part of Adolph A. Wei- 
man, 
who .designed the new dimes 


and half dollars which, if you are 
fortunate, you are now jingling in 
your pockets. 


Sitting in his studio, the artist who 


began last spring the work of design- 
ing new coins for Uncle Sam. told me 
how the work was done. 


"The first task Is to make a de- 


tailed sketch of the design.' From this; 
sketch is made a finished model from 
modeling wax 
Some men work with 


small models; some with large. 


"The models I made for the coins, 


were 14 to 15 inches in diameter. 


"When this model Is completed, it 


is necessary to make a reduced model; 
from it by means of a mechanical de- 
vice by which one needle traces the 
large model and another, connected 
with It, but moving on a reduced area.! 
reproduces the original. This reduced] 
model was. In this case, five times the 
size of the coin. From this smaller 
model, a bronze^alloy cast is made. 


"This cast is used by the mint iden- 


tically as the original large model wae 
used to make a further reduction the 
exact size of the proposed coin. 


"This reduction is cut on a soft steel 


'hub,' and the design is reproduced in 
relief—not as a sunken model. This 
steel relief is called the 'master die1 
although it is not a. die at all, but 
simply a relief "model. 


"The steel of which it is made Is 


then tempered and made very hard; 
is placed in a 'chuck' and a piece of 
soft steel is forced down upon it, with 
terriflc pressure. 
This produces the 


nnal die, which in turn is hardened, 
and from it the-coins aro struck. 


"These dies will strike from 100 to 


130 coins before being defaced. It is 
necessary, therefore, 
continually to 


take new dies from the 'master die" to 
keep up the coinage.

With the British Army in France. 


Feb. 4—(From a stuff, correspondent 
of Tho Associated Press).—Only the 
briefest possible announcement of the 
breach between the United States and 
Germany was contained In the wire- 
less nows^ bulletin distributed to the 
British armies today and even this 
came late in the afternoon. 
It will be 


another day before the full Import of 
tho news percolates through the vast 
army organization and its effect Is 
noted. 


Officers who heard the meager an- 


nouncement lato today were eager for 
details. 
President Wilson's action, it 


can be definitely stated, did not come 
as a surprise, but nevertheless there 
was a feeling of relief that the ten- 
sion was ended and that America.was 
morally, 
It not physically, ranged 


against Germany. 
Officers exchang- 


ing messages over the network of the 
army telephone system 
tonight 
all 


helped to spread tho news and com- 
ments of satisfaction vcero generally 
heard. 


The army believes that other neu- 


trals will follow America's lead and 
that Germany will soon find herself 
literally opposed to the entire world 
outside of her allies. The British of- 
ficers believe that the news of the 
breach with the United States will 
have a deleterious effect on German 
morale and that efforts may be made 
by Berlin to prevent it reaching the 
fightins units. 
The opinion is held 


here that the American action will 
necessarily hasten the end of the war. 
But that diffculties facing America in 
the event of her actually entering: the 
war are fully recognized. Even if the 
United, States joins the ranks of the 
belligerents it is not expected Ameri- 
can troops could possibly be sent to 
Europe before tho end of the war. 
which is confidently expected to come 
this year.

Among 
these things are the classification of states 
for championship purposes, the award of 
trophies to newly-organized gun clubs ] 
and for inter-city and team competition; J 
the accepting of entries of women in 
transhooting tournaments, especially the 
grand American; the excellent planning 
of the handicaps; the broadening of tho 
trophy principle, and the generous policy 
to nil clubs. 


These trophies 
awarded to

formod gun clubs arc shot for by the 
members. The trophies for team compe- 
tition ore afterwards shot for by the mem- 
bers of the winning team, so that double 
use Is made out of nearly all the trophies. 
It Is this generous method of dealing with 
organizations that has made the Interstate 
association so well thought of In shoot- 
Ing circles, and yet tho Interstate asso- 
ciation Is willing to *urn over the reins 
of management to the shooters them- 
selves any time the shooters care to form 
a national body to handle tho sport. This 
Isn't likely to occur, as the shooters are 
very well pleased with tho way the Inter- 
state association docs things. 


The American Amateur Trapshooters' 


association has done a wealth of good, too, 
for trapshooting In keeping alive Interest 
In individuals and clubs. The A. A. T. A. 
and interstate associations do not con- : 
fllct 'In any way—they both work with 
the same object In view, tho betterment 
of trupshootlng. Thus we have the rea- 
sons why BO.000 new devotees are being 
made to ti .^shooting yearly and why 
11,000 men and women, boys and girls, 
participated 
In tho 
"beginners' 
day"

In some quarters people have thought 


that there would be an end to compulsory vac- 
cination, but inspection of these bills would 
indicate that what has been true of the past 
is but a beginning. 
; 


1—H. B. 112—Denies trial by jury. 
2.—H. B. 115—Provides for compulsory medical examin- 


ation of school children at an expense of almost ?20S,000.00 
yearly and providing berths for 1,506 physicians. 
••' 
3.—H. B. 151—Makes it compulsory upon county com- 


missioners to buy and keep constantly fresh a supply of 
tetanus antitoxin. 
4._H. B. 16L'—Makes obligatory the appointment of 123 


or more city and county health commissioners at SI.SOO to 
$2,500 each per year, with power to open laboratories and em- 
ploy help to run them all at the public expense. 
5.—H. B. 242—Gives health officers the right to issue 


a. special license to a licensed physician to embalm the 
bodies of those dying of contagious disease, the only excuse 
•necessary being that the regularly licensed embalmer could 
not be reached in six hours. 
6.—H. B. 270—Provides for compulsory disinfection of 


premises where physicians report tubercular infection before 
tenant may re-occupy. Work at public expense. 
* 


7.—H. B. 263—Provides for the compulsory calling of an 


election on petition of 200 voters asking a county tubercular 
hospital, such election to be at public expanse, and such hos- 
pital to be manned by physicians and maintained at county 
expense. 


The above does not include those intro- 


duced in the Senate, and doubtless there are 
more to come. The way the people take care 
of the doctors must be annoying to -the law- 
years. But so long as it does not annoy the 
people, the Knights of the Germ and Hypo- 
dermic Needle will doubtless continue to burn 
gasoline going about the business of forcing 
medical service upon you, whether you will or 
no.
